AN ORDINANCE amending the Thoroughfare 
Plan of the City Comprehensive ("Master") 
Plan by vacating a portion of an alley. 


WHEREAS, (1) a Petition to vacate a portion of an alley 
(as more specifically described below) was duly filed with the 
City Plan Commission; and (2) said Commission duly held a pub¬ 
lic hearing thereon; and (3) said Commission has duly forwarded 
its recommendation thereon to this body approving said Petition 
all in accordance with I.C. 18-7-4-512(2) (Burns Ind. Stat. 
Ann., 1980 Supp.) 

WHEREAS, this body concurs in the recommendation of the 
City Plan Commission. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Petition filed herein to vacate:

affected property owners.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the Board of Public Works that the vacation 
of said public alleys hereinbefore described be and the same is hereby approved subject 
to easements as required by all public utilities occupying and using said public alleys 
or part thereof for the vacation and operation of its utility facilities shall not be 
deprived of said use on account of these proceedings unless any said utilities shall 
file a written consent to said vacation.
